FLAXSEED TARIFF 


Shreve Archer, president. of Arch- 
er-Daniels-Midland Co., says: “It 
is reported that the President. has 
requested. the Tariff Commission 
to appoint a committee to investi- 
gate the cost to the farmer to pro- 
duce flaxseed in this country. Will 
the cost be figured on the basis of 
the average yield of*flax per acre 
in the Northwest for the past six 
years,-which has been eight bushels 
to the acre? Or, will it be figured 
on statements made by government 
experiment farms, that from 12 to 
15 bushels to the acre can be pro- 
duced? 

“When the emergency tariff was 
in effect, millions of gallons of oil 
were. imported into this country and 
the domestic mills probably did not 
run 50% of capacity. Their full 
capacity would probably produce 
twice as much linseed oil as the 
country consumes. Not long since, 
the Tariff Commission investigated 
thie cost to produce linseed oil in 
Europe compared with the cost in 
United States. Naturally it had to 
get most of its figures from the per- 
sons in Europe who wanted to ex- 


port oil. The Tariff Commission 
recommended a_ reduction in the 
duty. 


“More than 20,000 barrels of lin- 
seed were imported during the first 
half of this year.. Had the Presi- 
dent. reduced the duty on linseed 
oil, it would have been imported in 
much larger quantities. The mills 
would have been compelled to close. 
Wihere would the farmer market 
his flaxseed?” 


I. G. Farbenindustrie has bought 
the Lilienroth process as far as the 
European patents are concerned.

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FRENCH NAVAL STORES 

In a cabled despatch Consul Lu- 
cién Memminger reports that French 
naval stores market is quiet with 
normal production not appreciably 
affected by recent forest fires. Quo- 
tations on Aug. 31 were 880 francs 
per 100 kilos for spirits of turpen- 
tine and 480 francs per 100 kilos for 
rosin (WW), equivalent to 82c per 
gallon for turpentine and $14.90 per 
280 pounds, gross for net, for the 
rosin. Total exports of naval stores 
from France for the four months 
April-July, 1926, are reported as 
3,613 metric tons (2,204.6 Ibs.) of 
turpentine and 16,695 tons of rosin. 
Exports of rosin from Bordeaux to 
the United States during the first 
seven months of 1926 total 3,963,- 
100 Ibs. 


Crude dyeing and tanning mater- 
ials exported during July amounted 
to 52 tons, valued at $3,417. Dur- 
ing July also 467,960 pounds of 
chestnut extract were exported, val- 
ued at $12,555 and 1,925,117 pounds 
of other tanning extracts were ex- 
ported, valued at $89,993.

Industrial chemical demand dur- 
ing the past week continued along 
routine lines. Prices showed very 
slight variations with the market 
generally firm. Denatured alcohol is 
quite firm at the recent advance, 
although the demand has improved 
only slightly. Butyl alcohol is higher 
from the manufacturer for Septem- 
ber shipments, due to the higher 
levels of the corn market. Tin salts 
have also been advanced owing to 
the higher levels for the metal. 

Light oil distillates are in free 
supply with open quotations un- 
changed but not generally adhered 
to. Benzene is moving into con- 
sumption under pressure whichi is 
causing considerable price shading. 
Toluene supplies are readily avail- 
able in some directions and shading 
is intimated on this material also. 
Solvent naphtha and commercial 
xylene are dull. 


Intermediates remain quiet under 
small routine demand. Prices are 
generally firm. Makers of para- 
nitroaniline have advanced their 
open quotations 4c tb, but the mar- 
ket is not at all firm at the new 
figures. Aniline oil, oil of myrbane 
and dimethylaniline are steady at the 
recent advances, 


Further declines in linseed oil on 
a routine consuming interest is a 
feature of the oil market this week. 
Chinawood oil is also easier on spot 
with buyers showing little disposi- 


tion to purchase at the moment. 
China continues firm and _ sellers 
look to a steadier spot market. 


Crude corn oil is higher this week 
at the mills, with refined unchanged 
and quiet. Greases and animal oils 
are all steady and in good demand. 
Fish oils have shown no noticeable 
change over the week and are mov- 
ing in a healthy manner.
